DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed July 17, 2009 was received. Claims 10-16 were canceled. 
Claims 1-9 are currently pending examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-9 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art does not teach a temperature parameter acquisition section 
configured to acquire a parameter relating to a temperature of the hydrogen permeable metal 
layer; and a fuel cell controller for controlling an operation state of the fuel cell system, 
wherein the fuel cell controller has a degradation prevention mode for causing the hydrogen 
permeable metal layer degradation prevention section to operate when the temperature of 
the hydrogen permeable metal layer represented by the temperature parameter deviates from 
a predetermined temperature range as recited in independent Claim 1.
